The curtain opens on the sinister interior of the Workhouse with 
bare dining tables where the orphans sit. The pale-faced urchins 
can be seen peering through the bars of a door at the back, The 
door is opened and the orphans file to the tables and ging, Food, 
Glorious Pood. At the’ end of the sony, tha WIDOW CORNEY, who runs . 
the Workhouse, and MR. BUMBLE, the parish superintendent, enter and 
alittle porridge is served. Eating the meager fare, the orphans 
hopelessly stack their bowls; but the hapless OLIVER approaches UR. 
BUMBLE with the entreaty, “Please sir, I wart some more.” OLIVER 
‘is later brought forward, bag and baggage, and is led off by BUMBLE 
who sings the haunting Boy For Sale. Walking through the streets 
of Lendon, they arrive at MR. SOWERBERRY'S, the undertaker. OLIVER 
is sold to the undertaker. Alone and frightened, he sings the sad 
Where Is Love? He runs away the very next morning and is picked up 
hungry and tired in the streets of London, by the ARTFUL DODGER, 
who. cheers him up with Consider Yourself. DODGER leads OLIVER 
to the Thieves Kitchen to see FAGIN and the gang. The boys come in 
and FAGIN himself appears. With a mock welcome to OLIVER, they 
aing You've~Got-To~Pick-A-Pocket-Or-Two.. NANCY, BILL SIKE'S girl, 
and BET arrive, The two of them accompanied by the boys and FAGIN, 
sing I'd Do Anything, The action moved te the next morning. when 
FAGIN sends the boys off on a pocket~picking expedition, OLIVER 
among then. , ; 


In the second aet the curtain . rises on the song, It's A Fine 
Life, DODGER runs down the staira telling of OLIVER'S apprehension 
by the police, and that he is pregently in the home of a rich old 
gentleman. Fearful lest he give away their set-up, FAGIN and SIKES © 
dispatch NANCY to get OLIVER back. NANCY, shaken by the treatment 


.. given her by Bill, sings As Long As Hs Needs Me. 


Meanwhile, looking out his - bedroon window,. OLIVER observes. some 
passing street vendors crying their wares; singing Who Will Buy? 
The woment he sets foot outeide his benefactor’s home, he is seized 
by NANCY and forced to return to the Thieves Kitchen. . In the next 
seene, FAGIN considers reforming in the song Reviewing The Situa- 
tien, Regretting her part of the capture of OLIVER, NANCY plans to 
return him ‘to his benefactor at night near London Bridge... Fearful 
of. SIKES, she reprises Ag Long As He Needs Me. SIKES stalks NANCY 
and kills her. .He grabs OLIVER and after a chase, SIKES is shot 
down. All this while, . there are people in the street singing Oom~ 
Pah-Pah, OLIVER is restored to his benefactor. With the crowd 
dis-persed, FAGIN now minus orphans, home and money, again sings 
Reviewing The Situation. In the end, Mr, Brownlow opens-his home
